censured arid warned as to 
their future conduct” by 
the Football Association 
last week, Wycombe 
‘Wanderers have been 
further punished by the 
Berks and Bucks F.A. ex- 
ecutive committee. 
‘Wanderers were censured 
'by the F.A. for refusing to 


accept the Berks and Bucks 
Senior Cup after beating 
Thatcham 4-0 at Chesham on 
Easter Monday. The Berks 


and Bucks Association decid- . 


ed to pass the matter to the 


F.A. for them to deal with. 


When they received the 
warning from the F.A. 


Wycombe thought the matter 
was over. But this week they 


received a letter from the 
County Association, which 
has imposed several severe 
penalties. 

The punishments are as 
follows. 


(A) Wycombe Wanderers 
have been expelied from the 
1974-75 Senior Cup competi- 
tion (last season). 


(B) Thatcham to receive 


the trophy on Thursday, at 
their annual general meeting. 


(C) The players plaques to 


be retained by the Berks and 

Bucks F.A. ' 
(D) Wycombe Wanderers 

gate receipts from the game to 


be retained by the Berks and 
Bucks F.A. 


(E) Wycombe Wanderers 
to enter the Berks and Bucks 


Senior Cup at the first round 
stage next season. 


The two most severe of the 
punishments ‘are D and E. 


- Wanderers stand to lose £200- 


£250 in gate money which the 
B. and B. have retained. Hav- 
ing to enter the. first round of 
the competition next season 
instead of round three, will 
also be a nuisance to the club. 


Wycombe are both surpris-
